1U07, took the iniative in founding a 
Society of Arts in Vilnius upon his re- 
turn there.' The start was a favorable 
one, such artists as P. Rimsa, Ciurlion- 
iis Varnas, Stapelis, Kalpokas. Silas, 
Stabrauskas, larosatis, Kikaras, Ulian- 
skis • Alexsandravicius, aiding Kemaltis 
without ulterior motive and 
without 


the hope of reward. 
The first exposition of the Lithuan- 


ian Beaux Arts was soon organized and 
met with great success, 114 artists par- 
ticipating. 
It 
outgrew 
its original 


quarters and was transferred to Kaun- 
as and thence to Riga, where its ini- 
tial success was repeated.
